The “ difference between the com- 
promise silver bill and a simple free 
coinage measure”’ is very great—in- 
deed, the two measures are at variance 
in every essential particular. The bill 
is not a compromise, but is a surrender 
of free coinage.

_ “A simple free coinage measure ”’ 
implies the re@pgnition of silver as a 
money metal; a double standard in 
place of a single standard; a unit of 
value consisting of “258-10 graius 
of standard gold,”’ and a unit of value 
consisting of *‘ 41244 grains of stand- 
ard silver.”’ . 

2. The ‘‘compromise Si'ver bill’’ 
permits the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold at the instance and for the 
benefit of individuals; and denies to 
individuals the right to have silver 
coined upon any terms. A ‘‘simple 
free coinage bill’’ would enable every 
individual having silver to take it to 
the mint and have it coined into 
money. 

3. The “‘compromise silver bill’ de- 
monetizes silver and degrades it to a 
commodity ; measures its value by the 
sole standard of gold; issues in pay- 
ment a Treasury note, or warehouse
